DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 23-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a saddle tree as claimed in detail, especially 
the feature of a Y-shaped strengthening bar disposed within the tree body and indirectly 
coupled to the head plate at a junction formed by the tree body, the junction being a 
point of articulation for the tree body, wherein the forks of the Y-shape are directed 
towards the cantle end of the saddle tree body and wherein the strengthening bar is 
made from carbon fibre. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
